& bedy of armed, usiformed and d@sciplined 
officers, comprising about 1,200 men; t of 
Philsdelphia consists of about 900. The great 
duty of the police is to guard the dwellings of 
citizens. houses in New York sumbe: by 
the last census, about 37,500; those of Phile- 
delpbia are over 60.000. The principal labor 
required from the police is to traverse, as sen- 
tinels, the streets committed to their care 

The area of Philadelphia, ercieding the real 
districts, nearly doubles that of New York 

Thus the police duty is much greater in Phiis- 
delphia, though the ferce is much jess; and I 
may add, that the police salaries tn New York 
are much more liber! than those here allowed. 
In regard to the datics required and performed, 
and the number of officers to whom they are 
confided, as weil as the compensation given, 
the system of Philedelpbis \s mach the more 
economical; and it is believed that a compari- 
son with every well regulated municipality, 
here and im Eerope, would exhibit the same 
favorable result

more useful or more iptelloctua! educativn for 
them.’’

It is largely cul- 
tiveted at home, and is imported, to the extent 
of 700 or 800 tons a year, from Spain and Por- 
tugal. Bat it rises in importance, when we 
consider that in these latter countries it forms 
ene of the common and universal supports of 
life. It is interesting, therefore, to know that 
im addition to the peculiar flavor which first 
recommends it, the onion is remarkably nutri- 
tious. Aceording to my analysis, the dried 
onion root contains from twenty-five to thirty 
per cent. «f glaten. It ranks, in this respect, 
with the nutritious pea and the gram of the 
East. It is not merely as a relish, therefore, 
that the wayfaring Spaniard ests his onion with 
his bumble crust of bread, as he sits by there- 
frexshing spring; it le because experience has 
long proved that, like the cheese of the Engliab 
laborer, it helps to sustain bis strength also, 
and adds— beyond what its bulk would suggest— 
te the amount of nourishment which his simple 
meal supplies.—Prefessor Johnston's Chemistry 
of Common Life.

For Gousckecpers. 


Warea-Metow Jere —A correspondent of 
the Prairie Farmer presents the following 
method of using water-melons ; 

1 endewor every year to raise & good wa- 
ter-melon pateh. They are « healthy and 
delightful fruit, I think. I cultivate the icing 
variety; plant carly in May, aed again to- 
wards the close of the month, so that they 
may come in succession. When they com- 
mence ripening, we commence ecntting, and 
ure them freely during the hot weather — 
When the weather becomes cool in Septem. 
ber, we baal a quantity of them to the house, 
split them open, with « spoon scrape ont the 
pulps into @ cullender, and strain the water 
into We boil it in an iron vessel inte 
syrup, then put in apples or peaches, like 
making apple-batter, and bell slowly until the 
fruit is well cooked; then spice to taste, and 
you have something most people will prefer 
to apple-butter or ony kind of preserves. Or 
the syrup may be boiled witheat fruit, dows 
to molasses, which will be found to be as fine 
as the best sugar-house molasses. We have 
made of a Fail as much as ten gallons of the 
apple.butter, if I may so call it, and mo 
lasses, which has kept in a fine condition until 
May. 

Warrewasuise.—As this is the reason for 
feuse cleaning and whitewashing, we will give 
our readers « bint that may be valuable to 
them. Itis in relation to making whitewash. 
This article, as ordinarily made, rubs off the 
walls after it becomes dry, soiling clothes and 
everything coming im contact with it. This 
may be obviated by sisckening the lime i» 
boiling water, stizring it meanwhile, and then 
applying—efter dissolving in water — white 
vitriol (sulphate of sinc) im the proportion of 
four pounds to a barrel of whitewash, making 
it the consistency of rich milk. The rulphate 
of ame will canse the wash to harden, and to 
prevent the lime from rubbiog of. A pound 
of white salt should also be thrown imte it —
